N E W S O F T H E M O R N I N G , 


Arrangements have been m ade for printing 
the new currency notes. 
The body of G. H. Mumford, late Vice-Pres­ 
ident of the W estern U nion Telegraph Com­ 
pany, was yesterday taken to R ochester for 
interment.

The proposed consolidation of the A tlantic 
apd PaciOc and W estern Union Telegraph 
lines Is not yet completed. 
The strike of the Fall River operatives con­ 
tinues.

President Grant has w ritten a letter assur­ 
ing the Secretary of W ar of his support in the 
prosecution of the w hisky ring. 
The proprietor 6t the Brooklyn Aryu,» and 
Free Lance have been sued for libel and 
blackm ailing respectively. 
The agricultural reports at W ashington are 
quite favorable. 


T h e culture of the hop is oue of the 
most pro liable to which the soil of this 
valley can be adapted. 
A hop farm 
In El Monte will this year yield three 
thousand pounds per acre. 
This we 
are informed is about the average pro­ 
duct. 
The market price for hops we 
learn ranges from thirty to forty cents 
per pound, but suppose the producer re­ 
alizes but twenty-five cents per pound 
and gathers three thousaud pounds 
per acre, his land yields him $750 per 
acre. 
If we deduct one half for cost of 
production we have $375 proiit per 
acre. This is a good showing. 
The 
California hop commands the highest 
price in the Eastern and European 
markets, and the demand will always 
exceed the supply. Those of experi­ 
ence in the hop culture assure us that 
wherever corn will grow good hop 
crops may be produced. 


T h e Express affects to think that 
an almost unanimous vote for H o u g h ­ 


to n in San Diego county would be dis- 
asterous to Mr. W i g g i n t o n . H o u g h ­ 


t o n cannot obtain the unanimous vote 
of that county. There are m any sen­ 
sible men there who fully understand 
that he is now as much the pliant tool 
of the Central Pacific Railroad as he 
was two years ago; they know that 
S t a n f o r d ’s collar still encircles bis 
neck and th at if be is returned to Con­ 
gress he will move at the crack of the 
Central Pacific 
whip. 
H o u g h t o n 
may go out of San Diego county with 
six hundred majority. 
W e estimate 
that he will. But if he received every 
vote in that county—say fifteen hun­ 
dred—he would still be beaten in the 
district by from twelve to fifteen hun­ 
dred votes. He lias played the Tom . 
S c o t t dodge to some effect in San 
Diego but elsewhere the people know 
who owns him. 


merchants of San Francisco, I.os A n ­ 
geles and San Diego will not have a 
customer oue foot East of the junction 
of the Southern Pacific and the Texas 
Pacific roads. 
It does not require 
much thought to reach the conclusion 
that this discrimination against the 
merchants will effect in a proportion­ 
ate degree both the producer and the 
consumer. Our p e o p le certainly can- 
uot beso blind but that they can see 
that for every mil® of track Eastw ard 
laid by the Southern Pacific or any 
other California Company so much is 
added to the Pacific coast trade. 
Our 
shrewd business men fully understand 
the importance of having the Pacific 
coast roads managed and owned by 
Pacific coast compauies and they know 
that the farther Eastward we extend 
our roads, the farther Eastward we e x ­ 
tend our trade. This is the whole 
m atter in a nutshell and it embodies 
more for the people of Southern Cali­ 
fornia than they can ever hope to gain 
by the much talked about competi­ 
tion. 
Competition will last for a week 
or a month, just long enough to tickle 
and gull the public, but the trade of 
our own road will be permanently ours 
—always ours. T om. S c o t t will never 
lay a rail on the Pacific coast; he will 
never lay a rail West of the Colorado 
river; we doubt if he will ever lay a 
rail within two hundred miles of that 
river, and the farther E ast the South­ 
ern Pacific meets the Texas Pacific the 
better it will be for the people of Cali­ 
fornia. 


Insidious Fairness. 


The evening Alrjorcssofthiscity has 
fallen into the habit of lauding itself 
for fairness to thecandidales of all p ar­ 
ties in one column and proving In a n ­ 
other that its self praise is scandalous 
and untruthful. In proof of our asser­ 
tion we reprint the following from 
last Saturday’s issue: 
Every day th e outlook grows worse for 
W igginton in San Diego county, sen ato r 
McCoy has odded his voice to th a t of W al­ 
lace Leach, th e Democratic candidate for As­ 
sem bly, and says th a t hew ill support H ough­ 
ton lor Congress. As thi> thing looks now, 
Mr. W igginton's nam e wilt not be put on the 
D em ocratic ticket at all in Sun 1)1 ago county.

Brilliant Wedding in the Synagogue. 


Railroad Discrimination. 


N ot a great while ago we heard a 
well Informed, thinking gentleman 
remark, that if the junction of the 
Central Pacific and Union Pacific Rail­ 
roads had been made on the summit 
of the Sierra Nevada, San Francisco 
would have been bankrupt. 
I t is a 
strong expression, perhaps a little too 
strong, but It contains the truth. If 
the junction had been made at the 
point named San Francisco’s trade 
over the railroad would have extend­ 
ed to the sum m it of the Sierras and 
not one mile farther. 
In a speech de­ 
livered in this city some weeks ago, 
T om . F i t c h asserted that Ogden, the 
point of junction of the two roads, was 
the fartherest point East to which San 
Francisco shipped goods and th a t the 
first camp East of Ogden received its 
merchandise from Omaha or Chicago. 
This is the result of a rule of trade— 
the determination of an individual or 
corporation to make the most of their 
advantages. The cry of discrimina­ 
tion raised against the Central Pacific 
Railroad is the m urm ur of locality, 
and here and there a town or camp is 
made to feel the power of corporation; 
but the discrimination of the road is 
th e gain of the Pacific coast. 
If the 
Union Pacific had met the Central Pa­ 
cific at Truckee every dollars worth of 
the enormous trade of Nevada now en­ 
joyed by San Francisco would have 
become the heritage of Chicago. This 
is railroad discrimination—the dis 
crimination of the owners tor the in­ 
crease of their own profits. 
It is a 
principle of trade as fixed and un­ 
changeable as the laws of the Medcs 
and Persians. This inevitable result 
should receive the consideration of 
those of our citizens who are so ear­ 
nest and uncompromising in their de­ 
m and th at the Southern overland road 
shall be built and run by an Eastern 
Company. W e m ust not lose sight of 
the fact that Mr. T om . S c o t t stated 
before the House committee that his 
object in obtaining national aid for the 
construction of a road from ocean to 
ocean was to draw the trade of the Pa­ 
cific coast and of New Mexico to the 
East. H e virtually admitted that if he 
once obtained control of a road extend­ 
ing from one side of the continent to 
the other, 
he would 
discriminate 
against the West and force us to draw 
our supplies from the East, thereby 
increasing the profits of his road. 
Nothing is more certain than that the

Mr. Edelman, the rabbi of the congre­ 
gation, spread the wedding canopy, 
and under its 
shelter, the 
happy 
couple were made one, with the short 
ceremony of the orthodox churcl). 
As most of it was in Hebrew, of 
course we had to m ake general in­ 
quiry to ascertain its import. 
Most of 
the ceremony was chanted by Mr. 
Edelman, in a round sonorous voice.

Congratulations 
followed, after which the crowd dis­ 
persed.

I n d ia n T rou b les- 


W a s h in g t o n , D. C., Aug. lGth,— 
The following letter was received by 
the Indian Bureau 
this morning. 
Crow Agency, Montana, Aug., 14th, 
1875. 
Hon. E. P. Sm ith, Commis­ 
sioner on Indian affairs. Sir: I have 
the following additional items of the 
Sioux depredations to report. 
On 
the m orning of July 21st the train of 
Nelson wus attacked by a small num ­ 
ber of Sioux in Stillw nter Valley about 
six miles from the agency. 
Capt. 
Dusold, U. S. Detective was fired at 
by two Indians from ambush at a dis­ 
tance of about forty yards, but escaped 
unhurt. 
The 
men of 
the train 
pursued the Indians for some dis­ 
tance and 
returned 
with 
their 
saddles, clothing and trinkets which 
they had stripped off* for the fight. 
They called to a half-breed Sioux who 
was with the train th a t they were the 
advance of a large party and would give 
us plenty of fight. The next m orning 
a party came upon our herder, who was 
with the stock one and a half miles 
from the Agency, drove him to the 
brush and took his horse and 43 head 
of cattle. 
N ex t day Capt. Dusold and 
17 men followed them for 26 miles to­ 
wards Clark’s Ford. 
W e recovered 
none of the cattle and found eight 
which they had killed. 
On the morn­ 
ing of the 22d another party attacked 
two m en who were herding our train 
of cattle and killed one of them, Jas. 
Hilderbrand, and his companion hid 
himself behind some rocks and kept 
the Indians off until help came from 
camp. 
August 1st some Indians way­ 
laid two men who had been sent from 
Old Agency to Yellowstone Crossing. 
John Russ, a half-breed, and a Crow 
boy by adoptiou aud who was in m y 
employ, were shot in the breast, but 
will probpbly recover. 
Lieut. Roe, 
who has just arrived at Fort Ellis 
from Judith basin, reports th at Crow 
chief Lone Horse has been killed 
by 
the Sioux. 
A large amount of 
stock has 
been stolen 
at 
Carrall 
and at other places on Carrall road. 
The most dangerous 
place in the 
county seems to be on the road 
from the old Agency to Bozaman. 
This road is constantly watched by the 
Sioux and Crow, and cannot be travel­ 
ed with safety except by large par­ 
ties. 
Messengers from the Crows in­ 
dicate th a t they will soon come to the 
Agency. They have lost by the Sioux 
about 300 horses.

DEMOCRATIC MEETING. 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM AMONG 


THE MASSES. 


Eloquent Addresses in Be* 
half of Good Government. 


An immense crowd gathered in 
front of the St. Charles Hotel last 
niglit to hear the distinguished Demo­ 
cratic orators advertised. The meet­ 
ing was called to order by Mr. M. H. 
Newmark, in the absence of the chair­ 
man of the Democratic Central Com­ 
mittee, who nominated Gov. J. G. 
Downey for President of the meeting, 
which was-confirmed. 
Gov. Downey on taking the chair, 
addressed the audience as follows: 
Gentlemen: I feel complimented on 
the honor conferred upon me by ask­ 
ing me to preside over this important 
meeting. I have no doubt we have 
been 
surfeited 
witli 
Republican 
speaking, but to me it is an evidence 
of the perpetuity of our institutions 
that the people are taking such ail ac­ 
tive part in public affairs. 
We see in 
history how the people have lost their 
liberties, but in our affairs we see the 
people interest themselves, which is 
an assurance that our institutions will 
continue in the future as in the past 
one hundred years. 
You have been 
addressed by all parties, or the repre­ 
sentatives of all parties, 
some tell 
you that the mission of the Democrat­ 
ic party is ended, others that they are 
intent on destroying it. 
We refer 
back with pleasure to the history of 
the Democratic party, 
its birth was 
almost coeval with the formation of 
the Government. 
The 
Democratic 
party was started about the time of 
the alien and sedition laws under the 
elder Adams, and was intended to se­ 
cure the people in their rights. Those 
who think the Democratic party is 
dead are mistaken, for it will lie years 
before it will have reached its man­ 
hood. 
The President then read the follow­ 
ing list of officers who were confirm­ 
ed: Secretary, M. H. Newmark; Vice­ 
Presidents, ijnn. H. K. S. O’Melveny, 
Col. E. M. Sanford, Hon. A. F. Coro­ 
nel, Hon. C. Aguilar, 
Dr, 
J. 
S. 
Crawford, Don Pedroz, C. Carrillo, Dr. 
John S. Griffin, Mr. J. M. Bassett, 
Major E. M. Ross, Mr. Samuel Pra- 
ger, Mr. James Gorman, Mr. Frank 
Leeouvreur. Mr. Benjamin Dreyfus, 
Judge John Hopper, Hon. C. A. Bush, 
Hon. Asa Ellis, Mr. J. E. Tipton, Mr. 
E. C. Parish. 
President Downey then introduced 
Hon. James A. Johnson in the follow­ 
ing terms: 
Fellow-citizens: You will have the 
pleasure of listening to the candidate 
of the Democratic party for Lieuten­ 
ant Governor, a gentlemen who lias 
lived in the State almost since its ad­ 
mission. A gentleman who lias served 
in almost every capacity, in which 
the people desired him. 
He was in 
the Legislature and came fortli un­ 
blemished. 
H e was in Congress, but 
never took part in any back pay steal 
or salary 
grabs. 
Everyone 
who 
knows him loves and esteems him. 
Gentlemen, I have the pleasure of in ­ 
troducing to you the Hon. James A. 
Johnson,of Sierra,the next Lieutenant 
Governor: 
Mr. Johnson spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and Fellow-citizens: 
I am delighted to stand in the pres­ 
ence of a Los Angeles audience. I re­ 
ceive additional pleasure in m eetirg 
as President, Gov. Downey, 
witn 
whom I have met in the public ser­ 
vice years ago. 
After my splendid 
ride over the Mojave Desert it is 
doubly pleasing to be with you. I am 
in poor voice al ter five weeks of public 
speaking, and therefore, without pre­ 
lude, will sail directly into the ques­ 
tions of the campaign. I will first deal 
with the Republican party proper. 
I charge them with a criminal policy 
calculated to 
destroy the 
liberty 
of the people. 
That their acts, 
whether proceeding 
from 
a w ill­ 
ful desire to overthrow liberty and 
break down the Constitution, or a 
wrong construction of power, will 
break down State lines, subvert tlie 
Constitution, destroy the people’s lib­ 
erty and result in a central despotism. 
The speaker then effectively referred 
the people to the Arkansas, the Mis­ 
sissippi and the Louisiana cases, as 
evidences of his statement. 
He also 
stated that Messrs. Booth and Pacheco 
had been in the Governor’s chair 
three years and a half, yet in all that 
time they had not investigated the 
affairs of the railroads, though section 
382 of the Political Code authorized 
such an investigation. 
He demanded 
to know why Booth and Pacheco had 
not investigated the affairs of the P a­ 
cific. Railroad and the Contract and 
Finance Company. 
He also changed 
that the increase of salaries alone 
under the present administration was 
$28,000 per annum, or $112,000 for the 
term. 
He 
charged Bidwell 
with 
helping through Congress a railroad 
grant from California toOregon in the 
interest 
of 
Hopkins, 
Huntington, 
Crocker, Stanford and Bidwell. 
He 
said that Bidwoll announced him self 
in Congress as an interested party and 
that the facts would be found in the 
Congressional Globe of 186G. 
He also 
charged Bidwell with being interested 
in the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
fraud, concocted in the interest of 
swindlers in St. Louis and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
After a strong appeal for the 
success of the Democracy, he bade the 
crowd good night. 
Gov. Downey then introduced Hon. 
J. B. Lamar as follows: 
Fellow Citizens: You will now have 
the pleasure of listening to a very dis­ 
tinguished citizen. He lias never fig­ 
ured in politics, having been raised in 
the law. 
He is a man of great integ­ 
rity and worth, highly esteemed by all 
classes—Democratic, Republican and 
Independent. A man of great purpose, 
I introduce to you the Hon. J. B. La­ 
mar of Mendocino. 
Mr. Lamar commenced as follows; 
Mr, President and Fellow Citizens: 
I hardly know how to respond to the 
very handsome compliments paid to 
me by your President; but if faithful 
service in the cause of Democracy 
entitles me to them, then I can accept 
them. Fellow-citizens, this is a glori­ 
ous canvass. 
Tlie Democracy are 
aroused. Since starting out I have 
stood on the rugged shores of Hum ­ 
boldt where Democratic 
fires 
are 
lighted at every logging camp. 
I 
have stood on Chico’s booming bank, 
where tlio raisin grapes do twine, and 
found tiiut the home of the Independ­ 
ent candidate 
for Governor would 
give a Democratic majority. 
He paid 
iiis respects to Senator Booth and 
Governor Pacheco, in polite but ef­ 
fective terms. 
The Chico Chief re­ 
ceived a touch of his sarcasm and his 


delineations of the Independent cati- 
dhlate for Governor were received with 
great applause. 
H e closed as follows: 
This election Is an important pre­ 
lude to what iscom ingnext year. We 
intend to win this election by an im ­ 
mense majority and send encourage­ 
ment to our brethren in Ohio. 
We 
intend to win a good victory next year. 
There will be no Greeleyism next 
year. 
We intend to have a victory in 
1876, with no ultimatum to the enemy 
but surrender. 
Gentlemen, I bid you 
good night. 
Judge llamar concluded amid great 
applause, and the crowd called vocif­ 
erously for Frank Ganahl, who was 
not on the stage. 
After the fruitless calls for Ganahl 
had ceased, Gov. Downey stepped for­ 
ward and said: 
My Fellow Citizens: I see you are 
desirous of seeing Mr. Ganahl, and if 
he was present he would be highly 
gratified to address you, but lie lias 
been unexpectedly called away. 
I 
feel like complimenting you for the 
careful attention you have given the 
speakers. Our business of the evening 
being completed, the meeting is now 
ended. 


WOOD’S SPEECH. 


T he H isto ry o f th e R e p u b lic an P a rty 
R e v ie w e d . 


E ditor H e r a l d: A s George L. Woods lias 
thought fit In his speech on .Saturday evening 
lo charge upon the Democratic party the re­ 
sponsibility of Inaugurating the last war be­ 
tween the Nortli and .South, and being an old 
Democrat myself and somewhat acquainted 
with the political history of the United States, 
I feel Justified in giving the flat contradiction 
lo every assertion he madeduring his speech, 
and charge it upon the Republican party that 
they not only inaugurated tlie war, hut they 
have wilfully, intentionally revolutionized 
our government and converted our Republic 
Into a despotism more objectionable limn ttie 
worst form of despotic government InEuropc. 
and the dom inant parly, now calling Itself 
the Republican party, has always from tho 
comm encement t f our government been op­ 
posed to a Republic. They first got posses­ 
sion of tlio government under the lead of 
Adams, and were no sooner duly installed 
than they commenced the work of destroying 
tlio Constitutional liberties of tlie people and 
imprisoning every citizen who opposed their 
treasonable acts. They passed a law called 
the «edition Law,whereby every person,every 
editor, or any one who would m ake unfavor­ 
able com m ents on tlie acts of the Administra­ 
tion or spoke in disrespectful terms of a gov­ 
ernm ent officer was guilty of sedition and was 
imprisoned for a term of three years. They 
also passed an Allen Law, giving to the Presi­ 
dent tlie power of banishing an y foreigner 
from the land lie chose. And when a for­ 
eigner, ordered out of the country, appealed 
to the State Courts for the benefit of the 9tli 
section of tlie first Article of tlie Constitution 
the officers ofllie State were accused of vio­ 
lating the Sedition Law. 
These high-handed outrages called from 
Thomas Jefferson his views of the Constlln- 
tionul power of the general government, (lie 
Constitutional rights of tlie States and tlie 
Constitutional liberties of tlie people, which 
he submitted to tlie American people through 
tlie Legislature of Kentucky and are known 
ns the Resolutions of 1798. Tlie American 
people made these resolutions an issue in the 
election of 1800 and elected Thomas Jefferson, 
tlie author of them, President, and six months 
after Jeiferson was inaugurated lie restored 
tho country to quietude. 
Since ¡hut time this treasonable party lias 
assumed a num ber of different names. Under 
the nam e of the anti-Masonic party John Q. 
Adams was elected, when thequestion of con­ 
necting Church and State was agitated, and 
could this old treasonable parly have been 
permitted lo have remained m uch longer in 
power they would have had God in tlie Con­ 
stitution in order lo create a religious animos­ 
ity Among the different sects of Christians in 
tlie land; which this Republican party to-day 
are trying to do and which Wood In Ills 
speecli hinted in strong terms they were yet 
destined to do. But tlie people In them days 
had not been educated up to that point, und 
they hurled Adams with his principles from 
power and elected Jackson. Since that time 
they have assumed the nam e of Wings, 
Knowno'hings, Republicans, and tlie Great 
National Union party. 
And now we come to their history since 
they assumed tlie name of the Republican 
parly. In the town of Auburn in the State of 
California, on the 27th day of Septo*"her, 1S54, 
u Convention met and there conspired against 
tlie Constitutional rights of the Southern 
States by declaring that sixteen Northern 
Stales should hereafter control this Union, 
and lor that purpose passed tlie following res­ 
olution: 
“¡teso! red, That wo recommend that a Con­ 
vention of delegates from tlie ‘free states’ 
equal in num ber to their Representatives In 
Congress he held in Syracuse, New York, on 
th e4 th o f July, 185(1, to nominate candidates 
for the Presidency and Vice-Presidency of the 
United States for the next Presidential elec­ 
tion.” 
The resolution was adopted by tremendous 
cheering. It was also moved to call this the 
“ Republican Organization,” which resolution 
was also carried. They then took tlie Ameri­ 
can Hag and cut out sixteen stars to Indicate 
th at sixteen States should liercuflercontrol 
tills government. Tlie proposed Convention 
was held lu Philadelphia, in which only the 
Northern States were represented, and ttiat 
mutilated American fiugt?) being over tlie 
Speaker’s desk. They organized apolitical 
club called Wideawakes, who paraded tlie 
sTTbels with a flag containing only sixteen 
s'ars; and let those who have any doubt 
about the fact hunt up any Republican picto­ 
rial newspaper, such as Harper'» Weekly, and 
any American flag painted on any money 
safe or any design and they will see Unit there 
are only sixteen stars in sight. John C. Fre­ 
mont was nom inated, and Millard Fillmore 
lu a speech delivered at Albany, New York, 
in tlie Sum m er of 185C, made use of tlio follow­ 
ing: “ sir, you have been pleased to say that 
I have the union of these Slates at heart. Tills, 
sir, is most true; for if there bo one object 
dearer to me than an y other it. is the unity, 
prosperity and glory of this great Republic. I 
confess frankly, sir, that 1 fear it is in danger. 
I say nothing of any particular section, much 
less of the several candidates before (lie peo­ 
ple. I presume they are all honorable men; 
but, sir, w hat do we see? An exasperated 
slate of feeling between the North and tlie 
South on th e most exciting of all topics, re­ 
sulting in bloodshed and organized military 
array. Rut this is not all,sir. W eseea polit­ 
ical party presenting candidates for 111” Presi­ 
dency ami tlie Vice-Presidency selected lor 
the first limo from the free Slates alone, with 
tlie avowed purpose o í electing these candi­ 
dates by suffrages from one part of tlie Union 
only to rule over tlie whole United Ktutes. 
Can It be possible th a t those who engaged 
in such a measure can have seriously reflect­ 
ed on (lie consequences which must inevita­ 
bly follow in case of success? Can they have 
the madness or tlie folly to believe that our 
Southern brethren would submit to be gov­ 
erned by such a Chief Magistrate? Would he 
lie required to follow tlie same rule prescribed 
by those who elected him in m aking his ap­ 
pointments? If a m an living South of Mason 
and Dixon’s line be not worthy to be Presi­ 
dent, or Vice-President, would It be proper to 
select one from the sam equarter as one of Ills 
Cabinet Council or to represent tlio Nation |n 
a foreign country, or collect tlie revenue, or 
adm inister tlie laws of the United States? If 
not, w hat new rule is tlie President to adopt 
for selection to office that tlio people them­ 
selves dem and in selecting him. These are 
serious hut practical questions.and in order to 
appreciate them fully it is only necessary to 
turn the tables upon ourselves and suppose 
that tin- South having u majority of electoral 
votes should declare that they would only 
have slaveholders for President and Vice­ 
President, and should elect such by their ex­ 
clusive suffrages to rule over us at the North, 
do you think we would submit to it? Not for 
one moment. 
And do you believe your 
Southern brethren less sensible on this sub­ 
ject than you are. or less Jealous of their 
rights? If you do, let me tell you you are cer­ 
tainly mistaken. 
And therefore you must 
see that If this sectional party succeeds It 
leads ineviiably to tlie destruction of (Ids 
beautiful fabric reared by our forefathers, ce­ 
mented by their blood and bequeathed to us 
as a priceless inheritance." 
They did succeed, und Mr. Fillmore’s pre­ 
dictions wore correct, and if tlie Democratic 
party Is in any way responsible It must be 
solely on the ground that they did not keep 
together and elect their own President aud 
prevent these traitors from carrying oul their 
treasonable designs against tlie Southern 
portion of our comm on country. Rut let us 
look further and see if tlie Democrats are 
responsible lor the war. As tlie aspect ol ul- 
lalrs appeared threatening to the integrity of 
tlie Union, tlie General Assembly of Virginia 
made a noble but futile effort to avert the 
horrid calamity about to overtake our coun­ 
try, on the 19th ot January, 1861, passed a pre­ 
amble and resolution inviting tlio .'Hates to 
send commissioners (o Washington to adjust 
tlio sectional difficulty which then threatened 
the integrity or the Union. Tilts Convention 
met, und uow let us see whether it was tlie 
Democratic party or the Republican party 
that was in favor of urging on the war. The 
following Is a letter from Senators Bingham 
and Chandler, of Michigan, to Governor Blair 
of that State; 
W ashington, Feb. 15,1861. 
D e a r Sib: W hen Virginia proposed a con­ 
vention in Washington in reference to tlie 
disturbed condition of the country, I regarded 
it as another step to debauch tlie public mind 
and a step towards obtaining tiiut concession 
which the imperious slave power so insolent­ 
ly demands. I have no doiibt at present that 
this w h s the design. I was therefore pleased 
that the Legislature ot Michigan was not dis­ 


posed to put herself in a position to be con­ 
trolled by such Influences. 
T he Convention lias m et here, and within a 
few days tho aspect of things is materially 
changed. Every free State except Michigan 
and Wisconsin is represented, aud we have 
been assured by friends upon whom we can 
rely that if these two States should send dele­ 
gates of true unflinching men there would 
probably be a majority in favor of the Consti­ 
tution as it is, who would frown down rebel­ 
lion by the enforcement of the laws. These 
friends have recommended the appointm ent 
of delegates from our State, and In compli­ 
ance with tlieir request Mr. C handler and 
myself telegraphed to you last night. It can­ 
not be doubted that the recommendation of 
tills Convention will have considerable Influ­ 
ence upon tlie public mind and uupn the ac­ 
tion of Congress.

My D e a r G o v e r n o r : Governor,Bingham 
ami inyself telegraphed to you on Saturday at 
tlie request of Massachusetts and New Y'ork 
lo send delegates to tlie Peace or Compromise 
congress. They adm it that we were right and 
they were wrong; th a t no Republican State 
should have sent delegates, but they ure here 
and cannot get away. Ohio, Indiana and 
Rhode Island urc caving in, and Gliere is dan­ 
ger of Illinois; und now they beg us for God’s 
salto to come to their rescue and save the 
“ Republican parly” from rupture. I hope 
you will send xtiff-backnt men or none. The 
whole thing was got up against m y judgm ent 
and will end In tliln smoke. Still I hope us u 
m atter of courtesy to some of our erring 
brethren that you will send the delegates.
